very generally prevails Ihnt extra cave rnd 
high feeding of live stock for this market ia 
unprofitable c.ud certainly for the Ir.st two or 
three years at feeders of fancy beeves nnd 
sheep ImK tended to confirm this iden.

a couple of recent sales, ono at Chicago aud 
ono at East Liberty, show that buyers nro 
sometimes willing to pay an extra price for 
quality. A lot of sixty-five premium steers, 
three years old, weighing 1,755 pounds per 
head, offered iu thin market last Monday, 
cost iu Chicago a fraction over S7.M per 100 
pounds live weight, or S1S7.S5 per head.

sliccp also offered and sold in this market 
this week, cost iu East I iberiy !)} ccnls per 
pound, and weighed 107 pounds per head. 
Them lifiures aro 1 cent per pound live 
weight above tlio highest price paid in tho 
same markets for strictly prime stock. Will 
fiuy ono say that it docs not pay to raise and 
feed cattle that can bo sold when three 
years old in Chicago for ?1^7 per hor.d? or 
that there is no profit in feeding n flock of 
sheep that may bo sold in a wholesale 
mar- 


ket four hundred miles west of Now lork 
City for moro than 81". per head? ibeso 
may be exceptional sales; but they are evi- 
dences of a just appreciation of good fecd- 
iim and of nu improvement in Iho RCnornl 
character of tho trade under tho whole- 
some influence of tho recent equitable ad- 
justment of freights. 


CuTTnras.—II. Loiseau recommends fiat 


tho umial method of striking cuttings shoiud 
bo altered. When, ho observes, a cutting in 
put in perpendicularly, tho nap, tbo natural 
tendency of vhkli into rise is expended iu 
pushing forward n now bud instead of form- 
ing a root. But if it is laid horizontally, or 
oven with its lower end higher than tbo 
upper, that is not the oaso ; tho sap profora 
to more toward the higher end, or, at 
all events, isovonly distributed between tho 
two oxtromilleo. This causes tho callus to 
form so rapidly that if Iho onttinf,,! pro put 
into a warm place, eight or ten days fira 
miougli to socuro its formation, or oven that 
of the roots. Autmnn cuttings, token off a 
llttlo before the sap coascti to move, and 
troatod in this manner, form the. callus eo 
quickly that thoy aro rondy for planting out 
Iwfore Winter.

BalUint! is Uio most aggravating of nil the 


vicious propousilfos to \vhicli tho horso ii 
subject. Horsemen very properly sny thut 
No. •» 


when a good animal balks it will require ft 
vast amount of continuous muugewont to 
correct tho bod hubit. 
But horses nro 


taught to balk by stupid and cruel drivers, 
who really have loss good sonso thnn tho an- 
imals thoy drive. In tho treatment of balky 
horses one fjroat fact should never bo lost 
sight of, namely, that they frequently resist 
because thoy fail to understand what is re- 
quired of them, or it may oocur from over- 
iomling.eore shoulders, or boiuR worked un- 
til exhausted; particularly is this tho case 
with young animals. To attempt to force a 
horso to do that whioli he docs not compre- 
hend, or use the whip under such circum- 
stances, only excites him to greater resist- 
ance. Professor Jennings says: ' "Ou the 
first attempt of your horso to balk, get out, 
not and reassure him by a kind word, cpve- 
ully examine the harness and then jump in 
as though you expocted him to go. This will 
generally prove effectual. Bentwright in- 
sists that if you have ft bulky horao it IB 
your own faint and not tho horse's. If your 
team does not pull true there is some cause 
for it and if you remove tho cause tho ef- 
fect wffl cease. - . Haroy la equally positive. 
Ho says: When yow horso balks, or wants 
to start quickly, or looks around and does 
not want to go, there is something wrong 
and he noods kind treatment immediately. 
One harsh word will increase his pulso ton 
beats a minute. But it is potloctly plain to 
the observing mind that when tho horse 
ranlly contracts tho habit of balk'ug the 
vice can only be corrected by kindness and 
f 


entlo treatment, 
hero is such a thing as educating the horse. 
This was Mr. Todd's view. lie says: "The 
rule has been, when a yovug horse was first 
harnessed, if he did not move ii the right 
direction before he was taught wlioro to go 
or what lo do, was to whip him. If ho acted 
awkwardly the lash was laid on. If he sprang 
at such unceremonious abuse the cruel 
driver repeated the chastisment. If tho 
horse ran ho was whipped. If ho foiled ta 
start when commanded a severe cut was 
given him. If ho stumbled on rough grornd 
he was jerked nearly off his feet. If lie 
s'ipped down for want of being proptny 
shod ho was vigorously given to understand 
that such a thing would not do in a horse. 
If ho fell exhausted bonoath a heavy load ho 
was goaded with tho lash. If ho stopped 
too soon when commanded to whoa ho was 
punished, nnd if he manifested any resent- 
ment to cruel treatment he received abuse 
without measure." To a certain extent this 
kind of improper handling of a horse ha! 
been collected. Lot us reform it altogether. 


PUBLIC LAWS OFHIIODE ISLAND, 


Passed at the January Session, 1874. 


As ACT in amendment of and in addition to 


Chapter 81, Title XIV, of the General 
Statutes; "Of Birds." 


[Passed April 3, 1874 ] 


It is enacted by the General Assembly as 


follows: 
SECTION 1. Every person who shall take,

shall bo fined ten dollars for each of such 


SEO. 2. Every person who shall take, 


kill or destroy\ariy swallow or box martin, 
between the flrst day of Hay aud the first 
day of October, shall bn fined for every such 
bird ten dollars. 


SEO. 3. Soctibn 4 of said Chapter HI is 


hereby repealed. 


SEC. 4. Ever}- person who shall lake.kill, 


ensnare, entrap or destroy any woodcock, 
quail or partridge, between 'the first day of 
January and the twentieth day of Septem- 
ber, in each year, or shall within said time 
sell buy or have in his orhor possession any 
of said birds taken or killed as aforesaid, 
shall be fined ten dollars for each of said, 
birds. 


SEC. 5. Section 7 of said Chapter SI is 


hereby repealed. 


SEC. (i. All fines recovered by virtue of 


the first and second sections of said Chapter 
84 and section 4 of this act, shall ennre one- 
half to the state nnd the other half to the 
complainant, nnd all prosecutions shall bo 
commenced within four months from tho 
commission of the offence and not after- 
wards. 


SEO. 7. Each town or city council chall 


annually in the month of April, appoint 
some suitable person a special constable, 
who shall bo sworn to tho faithful discharge 
of hia duty, nnd whoso duty it shall bo _ to 
prosecute any person or persons violating 
tho provisions of said Chapter 81, or of this 
act, and such special constable so appointed 
and sworn shall not be required to give re- 
cognizance for costs upon making or in tho 
prosecution of such complaints. 


SEC. S. Every special constable so ap- 


pointed and sworn who shall willfully ne- 
glect or rQfnso to perform any of tho duties 
imposed on him by the provisions of said 
Chapter 84, or, of this act, shall forfeit one 
hundred dollars, to be recovered by indict- 
ment, for tho use of any person who shall 
complain for the same. 


SEO. !). All acts and parts of nets incon- 


sistent herewith are hereby repealed, ami 
this act shall tako effect from its passage.
